‘For unto us a child is born, unto us 
a son is given: and the government shall 
be upon his shoulder: and his name shall 
be called Wonderful, Counsellor, The 
Mighty God, The everlasting Father, 
The Prince of Peace. Of the increase 
of his government and peace there shall 
be no end, upon the throne of David, 
and upon his kingdom, to order it, and 
to establish it with judgment and with 
justice from henceforth even for ever,” 
Isa. 9:6, 7. 

Before going into my text for the mes- 
sage please permit me to express my 
most hearty, earnest, and sincere Chris- 
tian greetings to all throughout the en- 
tire world. May these holidays in which 
we commemorate the birth of the Son 
of God be the most happy, refreshing, 
and soul-encouraging moments of the 
entire year as you worship the Babe of 
Bethlehem.

But His birth was not unan- 
nounced because the announcement of 
His coming was made by an_ angel. 
Later, upon His arrival, a host of an- 
gels made an announcement to the shep- 
herds, and gave specific instructions as 
to where the Messiah of all mankind 
could be found, then in ecstatic praise 
exclaimed, “Glory to God in the highest; 
peace on earth, good will toward men.” 
The shepherds ran to behold their Mes- 
siah. A great star so definitely led the 
wise men from Babylon as they traveled 
for months to find this King, and yet, 
all round Him were milling throngs of 
people who were not conscious of His be- 
ing in their midst.

The last two services in Nassau were 
blessed, numbers came to the altar to 
seek the Lord, many for salvation. We 
were delayed a day from leaving for 
Green Turtle Cay on account of stormy 
weather. It was still stormy when we 
did leave and yours truly was rocked 
in the cradle of the deep as the Priscilla 
rolled and pitched in the troubled 
waters. 

We arrived in Green Turtle Cay in 
time for the prayer meeting on Friday 
night. Saturday a number of the Chris- 
tians from Coopers Town came over by 
boat for the week-end services. Satur- 
day night was blessed, the house was 
packed and many standing outside, sev- 
eral came to the altar and one received 
the Holy Ghost. We had three services 
on Sunday and one was saved Sunday 
morning, also one was saved in_ her 
home on Sunday morning. In the after- 
noon we spoke on the teachings of the 
Church, and Sunday night on the Holy 
Ghost. The altar was filled Sunday 
night. At least seven or eight found the 


Lord. Monday night the place was 
filled and many outside at each win- 
dow and both doors. The altar was 


filled again and all told there must have 
been fifteen or twenty saved. A hun- 
grier people for the gospel I have never 
seen. When I went to board the boat 
on Tuesday an old colored lady came to 
me with tears running down her cheeks 
and said, “Brother Walker, my daugh- 
ter was sweeping the floor and was un- 
der such conviction she couldn’t finish 
but fell on dem knees of hers and got 


saved and is right now praising the 
Lord.” 
I arrived at the dock and it was 


packed with people to see us off. As we 
boarded the little boat to go out to the 
Priscilla the people wept and said, “God 
be with you till we meet again,” and as 
the little boat pulled away the folks 
waved us a farewell as far out as we 
could see them nearly. Never have I 
wanted to stay and preach the message 
as I did that morning at Green Turtle 
Cay. Dear ones, eternity alone will tell 
the good your money does for the mis- 
sion cause. When you get over there 
and meet some of these humble, God- 
fearing people who have found the Lord 
because of your interest in missions, you 
then and then alone will realize what 
great good a little sacrifice and effort 


on your part has done. 

On my way back to Nassau we 
stopped at little island stations and I 
went ashore and talked with the dear 
ones about their souls and they wept 
and begged me to stay with them and 
tell the story. I prayed with some out 
in the street as a little boy was sick 
and we encouraged them to look to the 
Lord. Where else can they look? There 
are no cars in Green Turtle Cay, and 
no horses or mules. Just a few people 
of three or four hundred living on a 
lonely island. Hardly any uplifting en- 
vironment of any kind, and if ever the 
Church of God had opportunities to get 
souls to God it is in the Bahamas. 

We arrived in Nassau, N. P., last 
night in time for meeting, and had a 
blessed service. Eight came to the altar 
for salvation. We were able to get the 
title to a good church property in Coop- 
ers Town, also more securely fixed the 
property at Green Turtle Cay. Brother 
W. R. Franks, the overseer, was with 
us and he is doing a good work here in 
the Bahamas. We are leaving today for 
Eleuthera. Pray for us. 


\V Letter From China 

Beloved brethren, greetings. As I read 
the Church of God Evangel, Vol. 29, 
No. 28, I saw a call to service, and a 
call to service is needed in these days of 
world crisis and ever-deepening unrest 
among the nations. A rousing call is 
needed throughout the whole Church of 
God, to rally all forces together for a 
supreme effort to speed forth, as never 
before, the proclamation of the gospel 
message in all lands. The solemn respon- 
sibility resting upon us in view of the 
present situation in the world, and in 
the Church, is not sufficiently realized. 
It is said that the majority of Christian 
people seem to be utterly indifferent to 
the trend of modern events. It is ap- 
palling to think of this widespread indif- 
ference to the pressing needs of these 
solemn times in which we are living. It 
is of vital importance that we do not 
let slip from us the wonderful oppor- 
tunities of this hour. The Lord has led 
the Council of Twelve to see the need 
of the Church of God Bible Training 
School and many others see it and joined 
in the $50.00 drive. We out in China 
set this day to daily pray that the Mas- 
ter will lead our friends and we do trust 
that our Christmas gifts will be such 
that we can send in our $50.00. The 
urgency of the matter cannot be over- 
estimated. It is truly said that “nearly 
everything in our modern life is being 
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speeded up, except the preaching of the 
gospel.” Surely this should call forth 
deep heart-searching before God. The 
time is short, as I often say, hence the 
supreme need for increased prayer, and 
for the furtherance of evangelistic ef- 
fort in all lands still open to the gospel, 
as well as the homeland. Our leaders in- 
tend to give the God-called men and 
women the needed training. Can we say 
no? 

The present opportunities constitute 
a challenge to the whole Church of God. 
The burning question of the moment is 
whether she will respond or not. In the 
balance are tremendous issues, which are 
bound to have far-reaching results for 
the kingdom of God. The need for a 
forward movement in all work is 7 
perative, and nothing else will meet 
situation. We must all awake to the 
duties and responsibilities of this pres- 
ent time of emergency, and seize the 
fast-fleeting opportunities, or we shall 
lose them forever. Surely the call comes, 
as never before, to surrender ourselves 
wholeheartedly to God for the work of 
His Church, and His kingdom, so that 
our time, our money, and all our earth- 
ly possessions, are recognized as His. Let 
us be willing for the utmost sacrifice at _ 
any cost. The Church of God faces the 
fact that so many have failed to fulfill 
the divine commission to “preach the 
gospel to every creature.” The utterly 
inadequate response, either as to per- 
sonal service or means to support 
those that God has set over us, calls 
for the deepest concern. Now the urgen- 
cy of the present situation is intensified. 
The doors for gospel witnesses seem 
fast closing. Each hour that remains to 
us for service is fraught (laden) with 
tremendous possibilities for the kingdom, 
but what is to me our response to the 
challenge of this present crisis? 

Are we really concerned over the ap- 
palling needs of the unreached millions 
who are still lying in heathen darkness, 
superstition and sin? Christ died for all 
mankind, and every soul has a right to 
hear the glorious news of full and free 
salvation in Him. Our responsibility, 
therefore, to the non-Christian world is 
overwhelming, whether we realize it or 
not. Foremost, let us place prayer as 
pre-eminently the highest service we can 
render in missionary enterprise. Never 
was the call to prayer more urgent and 
pressing than it is today. Yet, how com- 
paratively few are the intercessors who 
count prayer as a ministry, and cry un- 
to God day and night*for the fulfill- 
ment of His purposes? True prayer is 
costly, for in this service “we wrestle 
‘ against principalities, against 
powers, against the rulers of the dark- 
ness of this world, against spiritual 
wickedness in high places” Eph. 6:12. 
These are the invisible foes of the prayer

of millions through the highway of 
eternity. His government is beyond 
comprehension. When we think of His 
majesty, His extent of power to reign, 
we too fall on our knees as the wise 
men who came and brought their gifts 
and laid them at His feet. Can we not 
reflect now and see these great possibil- 
ities resting in the little infant form 
for, “Unto us a child is born.” 

“And his name shall be called Wonder- 
ful.” As being God manifest in the 
flesh, He is wonderful. As to His con- 
ception, birth, preaching, miracles, suf- 
ferings, death, resurrection and His as- 
cension, He is wonderful. Wonderful in 
His person, most wonderful in His 
working! 

“COUNSELLOR.” He has been with 
the Father from eternity. He knows 
the eternal counsel of God, the aims 
and ends of every provision for fallen 
man, and the weakness and wants of 
our race. He is a true counsellor of man. 
A counsellor is not only able to give 
advice but stand near kings and princes 
to give counsel, but the word involves 
the thought of giving wise counsel. A 
man may know a great deal and may be 
able to express it, and yet not be a 
counsellor; but our Christ has always 
been, not only able to counsel, but He 
has the divine power to guide men and 
turn them and cause them to escape all 
they ought to escape and make them to 
come in contact with all with which 
they should come in contact. Because 
there is nothing in our lives so difficult, 
so insignificant, and so intricate but 
that He cares, and there is never such 
a tangled skein but that He can un- 
tangle it. He is interested in all you do 
or say. Others may not have time to lis- 
ten but He always has time to hear 
your plea thirty minutes or three hours, 
the longer the better and the sweeter the 
fellowship. He knows every tear that 
gathers on your cheek, every heartache, 
every sizh, every heave of the breast. He 
knows and is able to counsel you wisely. 
He is a wonderful counsellor. Praise the 
Lord! I love Him this morning. He is 
able to counsel us contrary to the coun- 
sel of the world and lead us into paths 
of the wisdom of God. He is able to 
counsel the weak and the unlearned 
from natural knowledge and give them 
eternal wisdom to accept the provisions 
God has made for their souls’ eternal 
welfare. He can take the foolish things 
of the world and confound the wise, 
and take the weak things of the world 
and counsel them to confound the 
things which are mighty. He takes the 
base things of the world and _ things 
which are despised, yea, and _ things 


which are not, and counsel to bring to 
nought the things that are. Thus we 
see He is a Wonderful Counsellor. 
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“A Mighty God.” Christ’s power is 
equal to His wisdom, He is wise to plan 
and allwise to execute. Had He been less 
than Omnipotent He could not have 
executed His own counsel. We hear OF 
HIS POWER as soon as we hear of 
Him. It is as if God from all eternity 
guards the deity of Christ when He 
said, “He was in the beginning with 
God.” It is added, “All things were 
made by him” and “without him was 
not anything made that was made.” It 
is also said, “In him was life.” 

Some desire to delve into this subject 
from a standpoint of logic, but we are 
satisfied here with the first and best 
form of evidence of any fact; that is, 
we have it in EXPERIENCE, thus we 
know “Christ the Son of righteousness.” 
“The Mighty God.” We see Him by 
faith and walk in His light and feel 
the warmth of His love. 

“Everlasting Father.” He is the Fa- 
ther of eternity, the origin of all be- 
ing and the cause of existence, and 
particularly the Father of the spirit of 
all flesh. He cannot only do what we 
have hinted here but He can keep it up 
forever. He not only can do it once but 
He can do it again. Yes, what He did 
for the prophets and martyrs He can 
do for us today. He is doing them for 
some of us. What He did for you yes- 
terday He can do for you tomorrow. 
He is the everlasting Father. Thank God 
for a thing that will not fail. Our sal- 
vation will never crumble. About us we 
see everything growing old, decaying 
and passing away, but our hope and the 
possibilities of our eternal salvation are 
resting with the everlasting Father. 
Praise God! All is as bright and fresh as 
the morning dew and is as sure as time 
and eternity exists. The great nations of 
this world have boasted of their cen- 
ters of power, their kingdoms, _ their 
thrones, and emperors of earth, but look 
how they have gone down to oblivion, 
yet the people who have had the “ever- 
lasting Father” have scattered all their 
foes, outlived their enemies, blazed and 
burned and shone for God and will go 
on forever. Pharaoh is now only a with- 
ered old mummy in a glass case in 
British Museum, but Moses stands out 
as the most illustrious character of all 
that century. What is Caesar anyway, 
but a part of the dust that goes to make 
up old Rome? but Paul is still preaching 
to millions of people this hour. What 
has become of Nebuchadnezzar’s gran- 
deur? I am told that his splendid mag- 
nificence cannot be identified. But the 
prophecies of Daniel will live on and 
are just now reaching their most glori- 
ous fulfillment. Many of the great 
men of earth are almost forgotten but 
the men who have walked with God in 
the past, however humble, are walking 
with Him today over the hilltops of 
glory; they will come with Him in the 
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clouds when He comes back to this 
world. Thank God for something that 
will never get old, “The Everlasting Fa- 
ther.” 

“The Prince of Peace.” He is not on- 
ly the author of peace and the dispenser 
of peace but also He rules by peace, 
whose rule tends always to perfection 
and produces prosperity. This distin- 
guishes our Christ from the kings and 
princes who have delighted in conquest 
and bloodshed and made _ themselves 
distinguished because they loved that 
sort of thing. Our Christ is just the op- 
posite, He loves peace and declares it 
everywhere He goes. It was separation 
from God that destroyed our peace, but, 
thank Ged! we have found in this Babe 
of Bethlehem all that is needed to re- 
unite us to God, which qualifies us and 
re-establishes in us the reign of peace. 
We can now have this sabbath-like rest, 
this holy hush, this tranquil _ stillness 
which can never be explained, nor can 
the world ever take it away from us. 
Through Him we have that peace which 
passeth understanding. 

When our Lord shall come again the 
nations of earth will beat their swords 
into plowshares, and their spears into 
pruninghooks, and they will learn war 
no more. He will then reign on His fa- 
ther David’s throne, thence peace will 
cover the earth, as the King of peace 
rules and reigns. We should like to in- 
troduce this Prince of Peace to all of 
you who do not know Him. He will take 
all your cares, answer all your questions, 
satisfy every longing, rest your tired 
soul, and cause you to smile, laugh and 
rejoice. We hardly know why but the 
peace of God floods your being and 
every time a wave comes in it will on- 
ly cut deeper channels for fuller tides 
and you will go on and on in this holy 
peace. There is no stopping His pro- 
gram, for the increase of His govern- 
ment and peace there shall be no end.

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warrior, and unless we are clad in the 
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whole armor of God and endued with 
His power, we are not spiritually 
equipped for this ministry. 

We must also apprehend the triumph 
of the cross over these evil powers, and 
then seek, in union with the Lord, to 
claim victory and to free those who 
are held captive by Satan. How often 
it is that in prayer ministry we are 
brought into fellowship with Christ in 
His sufferings, for the soul must tra- 
vail in pain, if it really enters into the 
agonizing needs of the world. As soldiers 
of the cross, we must not shrink from 
the conflict and suffering of prayer 
warfare. More urgent than ever before, 
is the need to strengthen prayer force 
for missionary work in all lands, in view 
of the greatly increased activities of the 
powers of darkness in these last days. 
How much time are we giving daily to 
the work of intercession? What is our 
prayer ministry really accomplishing for 
God in the dark regions of the earth, 
in the hearts of those that seek their 
own joy?

The silver and the gold must not be 
withheld. The principle of giving is 
very clearly defined in God’s Word, the 
law concerning the tithe is very strict. 
It is not a question of giving this por- 
tion to God, for it belongs to Him. The 
prophet Malachi pointed out that, by 
withholding the tithes and offerings, the 
whole nation was robbing God. And, in 
the full blaze of gospel light, are we to 
give less than the law demanded? How 
clear is the command “Honor the Lord 
with thy substance, and with the first- 
fruits of all thine increase.” Have we 
thus been honoring the Lord, and is it 
the firstfruits we offer, or only what 
we can spare after our own expenditure?
